cost ol living rose eight-tenths 
ol a per cent in July despite an 
easing in the increase in food 
prices, the government said to­ 
day. 
The July report marked only 
the second time this vear the 
monthly increase in the govern­ 
m ent's Consumer Price Index 
has been less than 1 per cent. 
T he July in c re a se would 
am ount to an annual rate of in­ 
flation of 9.6 per cent, still 
ahead of last year's 8.8 per cent 
inflation rate. 
Prices as of July 31 were 118 
per cent higher than in July 
1973. the government said. That 
is the biggest 12-month jump 
since the year ending Septem­ 
ber 1947, w hen the increase was 
12.6 per cent. 
The Labor Department 's Bu­ 
reau of Labor Statistics said, 
however, workers managed to 
gain ground last month in their 
race with inflation. 
S pendable e a rn in g s, afte r 
taking account for inflation, 
moved up by two-tenths of 1 per 
ce n t. 
Bui since it was only the sec­ 
ond monthly increase this year, 
real spendable earnings were 
5.3 |>er cent less than a year 
earlier. 


The major fac tors pushing up 
prices m July, the department 
said,

cosM for home buyers and 


higher prices on cars, medical 
can* and restaurant meals. 
The increase in prices for 
regular gasoline showed from 
six tenths of a penny in June to 
a two-tenths of a cent jump in 
•July. The latest national aver­ 
age price worked out to 55.8 
cents a gallon. 


F ixkI prices actually rose by 
one-tenth of one per cent. But 
because they usually rise much 
more in July, the I^ihor De­ 
partm ent adjusted the change 
for seasonal variation. The re­ 
sult was a four-tenths of one per 
cent drop as la r as the gov­ 
ernm ent’s index is concerned. 


The price of beef, dairy prod­ 
ucts, eggs and fresh fruits, 
w hich normally rise in July, de­ 
clined.

Hind grasped the gravity of 
Janka’s news at once. He or­ 
dered his staff to work and in­ 
formed superiors in Washing­ 
ton. 
Kerr-MeGee had discovered 
a

counted for. 
The material was plutonium, 
a radioactive substance used in 
atom ic bombs. Kerr-McGee 
fabricates plutonium fuel ele­ 
ments for an experimental re­ 
actor in Richland, Wash. 
More than three pounds of 
plutonium had disappeared. 
Three pounds is only a fraction 
of what terrorists would nded to 
fashion a crude atomic bomb, 
but the shortage sent ripples of 
alarm through the AEC. 
Next morning AEC inspector 
Charles Peck flew to Oklahoma 
City, where he rented a car and 
drove 40 miles northw ard 
through rolling hills to Cres­ 
cent. 
There, he supervised a new 
inventory of Kerr-McGee pluto­ 
nium. seeking proof none had 
been stolen. 
Ten days later everyone re­ 
laxed. The plutonium was all 
there. A series of errors in the 
first inventory was the culprit. 
The Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion says it is experiencing 
about four MUFs a year. So tar 
they all have been human or 
machine errors in the complex 
inventory processes. 
But Jack Hind’s concern last 
February reflects a disturbing 
aspect of advancing nuclear 
technology. The art of making a 
nuclear weapon no longer is the 
exclusive purview of gov­ 
ernment scientists toiling be­ 
hind barbed wire fences with 
mu 11 i m illion-dollar 
budgets. 
There is growing fear in the 
U.S. nuclear community that a 
private group could build a 
crude but Irighteningly deadly 
atomic bomb. The main diffi­ 
culty would be obtaining the 
“special nuclear material,” a 
euphemism for weapons-grade 
plutonium 
or 
enriched 
uranium. 
“The art of making a crude 
device ... the information is 
available. It s all unclassified. 
The things they need are avail­ 
able on the general market,” 
said E.B. Giller, AEC’s head of 
national security. Everything, 
that is, except the plutonium or 
enriched uranium that is the 
heart of a nuclear bomb. 
The AEC spent $50 million in 
fiscal 1973 and is spending $90 
million this year for security at 
the several dozen facilities in 
the United States where poten­ 
tial bomb fuels are stored or 
used. The money also is to 
safeguard the transportation of 
this fuel around the country. 
There are 45 nuclear plants 
producing electricity today for 
public utility companies. Sixty 
more are under construction. 
All are designed to use ura­ 
nium, but not of the quality 
needed for bombs. 
Some physicists credit l)r. 
Theodore 
B. 
T aylor 
with 
heightening 
consciousness 
about

homemade atomic bombs. 
Considered a crack bomb de­ 
signer two decades ago at the 
height of the Cold War, Taylor 
now heads a private research 
and development company.

the force of 400,000 tons of TNT, 
killing about 85,000 people. 
AEC officials won’t disclose 
how much plutonium and en­ 
riched uranium exists in the 
country to make nuclear de­ 
vices. except to acknowledge 
that there is enough in exis­ 
tence to make dozens of bombs. 
With the prospect of a Holly­ 
wood script writer’s fancies 
turned to reality, the quality of 
America's nuciear safeguards 
has become a matter of debate. 
“In our 
present 
situation 
there probably are some points 
in the system where an inside 
man and a determined group 
like the Symbionese Liberation 
Army could acquire some spe­ 
cial nuclear material,” Giller 
conceded. 
In 1972 inspectors trotn the 
G eneral Accounting Office, 
Congress’ watchdog agency, 
studied safeguards at three un­ 
named AEC contractors and li­ 
censees. They also monitored 
nuclear material shipments. 
In two reports, one issued last 
fall and another last spring, 
inspectors documented how 
easily they gained access to 
special nuclear material. 
Chain link fences gave way. 
Doors, vents and windows 
quickly yielded entry to nuclear 
material storage areas. Guards 
w ere poorly qualified. One 
shipment ot nearly 200 pounds 
of enriched uranium made a 
200-mile trip in the back of an 
open flatbed truck. 
At ter the GAO inspections but 
prior to release of the reports, 
the AEC began proposing or 
implementing tougher security 
requirements. 
Stricter limits on inventory 
accuracies like the one at Kerr- 
McGee went 
into effect 
16 
moqths ago. Tougher 
regu­ 
lations for plant security and 
transportation 
becam e ef­ 
fective in March. 
AEC officials and critics of 
the AEC agree that trans­ 
portation is the weak link in 
A m erican safeguards. The 
AEC conveys most of its 
v.eaponsgrade uranium and 
plutonium with its own drivers, 
guards and trucks, including 
special 
arm ored 
trucks 
designed to be impregnable 
under attack. 
Drivers and guards maintain 
constant radio communication 
with AEC headquarters. 
Security isn’t as tight for nu­ 
clear materials shipped by tour 
c o m m e r e ia I 
c o m p a n i e s 
licensed by the AEC’. 
Before March security was 
minimal — no guards, no a r­ 
mored trucks. New guards and 
armored trucks used to carry 
money are employed. Drivers 
report to the home office by ra­ 
dio every two hours. 
But it will be several years 
before special trucks are avail­ 
able for the four commercial 
companies. 
More troublesome in coining 
years will be a continuous in­ 
ventory of nuclear materials, 
making certain none have been 
stolen from a plant an ounce at 
a time for weeks or mouths. 
I alike a bank, which can ac­ 
count for every penny, the ac­ 
counting technology at a nucle­ 
ar plant 
isn’t sophisticated 
enough to tally every atom of 
potential bomb fuel, 
AEC officials say it will be 
several years before the system 
will detect a theft within hours. 
It took Kerr-McGee 13 days to 
conduct the February 
in­ 
ventory. The AFC-supervised 
inventory lasted another 
10 
days. 
A theft after Kerr-McGee’s 
January inventory might go un­ 
detected lor nearly six weeks.

Trains roll by Mien Rd. 
And again we ask: Where's the Gate'.’ 
The question pertains to the railroad crossing 
on Allen Road, a mile north of Rt. 14A, where 
shortly before 4 Monday afternoon on Dec. 17. 
1973, a freight train struck a car operated by 19- 
year-old Samuel E. Goetz of Leetonia, fatally 
injuring him 
At the time of that tragedy, the railroad 
crossing had no lights, no crossarms, no signal 
device whatsoever, despite the fact efforts to get 
a signal device there had been going on for 
nearly two years by the county and Salem 
agencies 
The truth is, since early in February of 1972 the 
Penn Central Railroad had the authorization to 
prepare preliminary plans for installation of a 
signal system at that crossing. That’s all the 
railroad had to provide, the design plans. 
Funding 
for 
installation 
had 
been 
made 
available from 90 to 100 per cent through a 
federal aid program or local assistance. 
Then on April 3 of this year. The News was told 
by Paul Mainquist, chief engineer of the Penn 
Central Co. in Philadelphia, Pa., that con­ 
struction on the crossing gate would get under 
way about April 15. On April 3, Mr. Manquist 
said all materials for the gate installation had 
been received. 
Still, nothing was done. 
In mid-May we went back to Penn Central 
off icia Is again. The question: Where's The Gate? 
Mr. Manquist expressed surprise that con­ 
struction hadn’t beg m, although he pointed out 
work should be under way on the changing of 
some 
electrical 
a p p aratu s 
involved 
in 
•signalization at control panels and boxes located 
right in Salem. 
But JohnSkrol, engineer with the Penn Central 


crossing—still unprotected. 
Co. in Youngstown, explained that there’s “one 
small crew” doing work all over the area for the 
railroad and an inadequate number of employes 
is the chiel reason lor the delay However, he 
said work should get under way sometime this 
summer. 
Now August is slow ly slipping by 
and still 
nothing has been done 
Moreover, early last 
week a railroad official told us the “project 
would have been completed, materials have 
been received, but work is being held up by 
dispute over who's paying for the work.” It 
appears to bo a question of state and railroad 
division of funds <>n April 3, Mr Mainquist said 
cost ol the project would be $37,345. 
Just this past Thursday, a Penn Central public 
relations official in Philadelphia toid The News 
he would “check it out" and get back to us on 
Friday 
Today is Wednesday 
and we still haven’t 
heard a thing 
We understand the financial plight of the Penn 
Central Railroad Therefore, we have tried to be 
reasonable But if all the necessary material is 
available then we sa\ the work should be done 
now . The question of who will pay can be settled 
la ter.

WASHINGTON - There will 
be no surprises in the new 
adm inistration of President 
Gerald R.Ford. 
The policies and operations of 
the Ford Administration will be 
as simple, as straightforward 
and as traditional as the new* 
president himself. 
That was the picture which 
emerged in talks with Mr, 
Ford’s closest advisers and 
intimates who are assisting him 
during this period of transition. 
These sources, who asked not 
to be identified but who are at 
the highest level here, drew this 
picture of what the American 
people can expect; 
—TIIE REMOVAL 
hy the 
end of this year of all Federal 
officials, with the exception of 
Secretary 
of State 
Henry 
Kissinger, 
who 
played 
prominant roles in the Nixon 
Administration. 
—A SHARP reduction in the 
size and power of the White 
House staff and a correspon­ 


ding shift of power to Cabinet 
officers and agency heads. 
—ORTHODOX 
Republican 
stress on holding down Federal 
spending, but not at the expense 
of politically popular programs 
such 
as 
National 
Health 
Insurance. 
—CONTINUOUS 
consult­ 
ation 
with 
Congressmen, 
business, labor, consumers and 
others in form ulating new 
policies. 
While President Ford, as one 
of his first 
official 
acts, 
requested all members of the 
Nixon 
Adm inistration 
to 
remain on the job, he doesn’t 
want or expect most of them to 
remain, according to sources 
close to the President. 
Advisers working with him 
during the transition period w ill 
give him a report Wednesday 
with their recommendations on 
the future shape of the White 
House staff ana the permanent 
Ford Cabinet. 
“We will tell him that all 
visible symbols of the old Nixon 
White House have got to go,” 
SCORCHED 


said one of these advisers. This 
will mean the prompt depar­ 
ture ol such men as Roy Ash, 
the former head of 
Litton 
Industries, who heads the 
Office of 
Management 
and 
Budget. 
Mr Ford w ill also he urged to 
put his own appointees in key 
cabinet 
positions, 
and 
wholesale cabinet shifts arc 
expected before the end of the 
year. Weak and faceless men,

Commerce Department and the 
Transportation 
Department, 
will depart. 
So will

What About Next Time? 


Early in the first act of Eng­ 
lish playwright J. B. Priestley's 
1930s “ tim e loop” dram a, 
“Dangerous Corner,” a char­ 
acter makes a seemingly inno­ 
cent statement during a pause 
in the chatter at a cocktail par­ 
ty. His remark is picked up by 
someone else, one question 
leads to another and like links 
in a ehain. revelation follows 
revelation until at the end scan­ 
dals are exposed, reputations 
ruined and 
m arriages de­ 
stroyed. 
Then, unexpectedly Priestley 
returns his characters to the 
beginning of the play. The same 
innocent remark is made, but 
this time it goes unnoticed and 
the curtain falls on a group of 
people making idle conversa­ 
tion. unaware of the “danger­ 
ous corner” they had just safely 
negotiated. 
A 
“dangerous com er” 
in 
America’s history came last 
summer when presidential as­ 
sistant Alexander Butterfield, 
testifying before the Senate 
Watergate Committee, almost 
casually stated that conversa­ 
tions in the President’s office 
had been tap«* recorded. The 
chain of events set in motion by 
that revelation is hard to be ­ 
lieve even now. 
MAD THERE been no presi­ 
dential tapes, there would have 
been no attempt by special Wa-

Cox to obtain them, and hence 
no "Saturday Night M assacre" 
of which he was the chief vic­ 
tim. Had there been no “m as­ 
sacre,” the House of Repre­ 
sentatives would in all prob­ 
ability never have noted to au­ 
thorize the Committee on the 
Judiciary to undertake prelimi­ 
nary impeachment investiga­ 
tions. 
Had there been no tapes, 
Cox’s su ccesso r, Leon Ja- 
worski. would not have brought 
suit against the President, and 
there would have been no his­ 
toric Suprem e Court ruling on 
executive 
privilege. T here 
would have been no White 
House transcripts, which fa-

To Negotiate 
Cyprus Line 


Turkish Prem ier Bulent Ece- 
vit said today Turkey is ready 
to 
negotiate 
“ reasonable” 
changes in the demarcation line 
carv ed out by Turkish forces on 
Cyprus, and that he is “ more 
optimistic 
than 
before 
that 
Cyprus negotiations can start 
again.” 
He said he and British Am­ 
bassador Sir Horace Philips 
met for 45 minutes in Ankara 
and discussed possibilities for 
restarting the talks and that 
Britain is contacting all the 
parties involved. 
Ecevit told newsmen he is 
willing to meet with Greek Pre­ 
mier Constantine Caramanlis 
“ anywhere, anytime.” 
Ecevit said Turkey has made 
an open call to all parties — 
Greek Cypriots, Greece and 
B r it a in — fo r 
im m e d ia te 
negotiations on a Cyprus set­ 
tlement.. 
“ Until the final status is set­ 
tled chaos will reign on the 
island,” he said. “ The Greek 
Cypriots will suffer from this at 
least as much, in fact more 
than the Turks.” 
Ecevit said there is an abso­ 
lute need for separate areas for 
the Greek and Turkish Cypriots 
because of ethnic, religious and 


cultural differences. 
“ There is no concept of a 
C vp nis nation on either side. No 


one can speak of a Cypriot 
nation. It they live separately 
but side by side they will find 
the possibility of an agree­ 
ment.” he said. 
The Turkish Cypriot eommu- 
nity ont’vprus numbers 120,000. 
The Greek Cypriots number 
520.000. 
The Turks invaded Cyprus 
July 20. five days after a Greek 
national guard coup overthrew 
the constitutionally elected 
president. Archbishop Ma- 
karios. with a plan to join 
Cyprus to Greece. 


The Turks now control more 
than one-third of the island in 
the northeast. The boundary 
runs roughly from Lefka in the 
w est 65 miles to the main port of 
Famagusta in the east. The 
United Nations reported that 
Turkish forces already have or­ 
dered UN. peacekeeping per­ 
sonnel out of Famagusta. 
Informed sources in Ankara 
said Tuesday the Turkish gov­ 
ernment is going ahead with 
plans to set up a self-sufficient 
Turkish Cypriot state in the 
northern part of Cyprus.

Early OK 
Of Pension 
Bill Eyed 


W A SH IN G T O N

protect 
w o rkers’ 
pension 
rights 
The House passed the com­ 
promise measure Tuesday with 
only two dissenting votes. 
In the Senate, w here a vote is 
scheduled for late today, one of 
the sponsors, Harrison A. W il­ 
liams Jr., D-N.J., said he knows 
of no opposition. Republicans 
predicted that President Ford 
will sign the measure promptly. 
The bill would assure work­ 
ers they will get benefits based 
on credits they have built up 
during their employment, even 
if they leave their employers 
before normal retirement time. 
It contains safeguards against 
pension plans lacking the funds 
to pay off. 
The bill approved by the 
House 407 to 2 also provides en­ 
hanced tax breaks for more af­ 
fluent self-employed persons, 
such as doctors and lawyers, 
w ho set up their own retirement 
plans. 
. 
For the first time employes 
not covered by company plans 
would be allowed to set up tax- 
favored pension plans of their 
own. The bill w ould not require 
companies to establish pension 
plans, but would regulate those 
in existence and any set up in 
the future. 
While some critics continued 
to term it inadequate, sponsors 
hailed the bill as a landmark 
achievem ent 
in 
protecting 
workers’ rights. 
A key provision relates to 
vesting the right of an employe 
who has participated in a plan 
tor a given number of years to 
take his right to future benefits 
with him if he quits early or 
changes jobs. 


Employers would have op­ 
tions: 
Full vesting after 10 
years, 25 per cent vesting after 
10 years increasing to 100 per 
cent after 15. or 50 per cent 
when age and years of service 
“ total 45 with the remaining half 
vesting in the next five years. 


The bill also sets down rules 
as to employer contributions, 
intended to sec that pension 
funds arc adquate to meet their 
obligations. It sets up an insur­ 
ance system, somew hat similar 
to the government insurance on 
bank 
deposits, 
to 
protect 
against total loss of pensions if 
companies or funds go broke. 


Other provisions permit, on a 
voluntary basis, 
transfer of 
pension rights from one em­ 
ployer to another when an em­ 
ploye changes jobs, or give him 
the option of using his credits in 
a personal retirement plan. 


For self-employed 
persons 
who now may deduct 10 per 
cent of their earnings from tax­ 
able income up to $2,500 a year, 
if they invest the sums in a 
personal retirement plan, the 
limits would be raised to 15 per 
cent and $7,500 a year. Em ploy­ 
es without company plans could 
invest up to $1,500 a year in 
personal retirement.

Humane Society Finds I tomes 
For Hundreds of Pets Yearly

The phone rings continually 
at the Salem Area Humane So­ 
ciety at 1204 VV State St., where 
a stall of volunteers seeks to 
find homes for hundreds of dogs 
and cats each year, 
“ II we turn away an animal, 
we’re not doing our job." Presi­ 
dent Mrs 
Sue Davidson re 
marked during a tour of the 
shelter this week. And that 
could stand as the credo of an 
organization which works hard 
to improve the welfare of ani­ 
mals over a wide two county 
a rea 
In the iirst six months of this 
vear 1,293 dogs and cats were 
processed by the Humane Soci­ 
ety and more than H7 per cent of 
them were adopted. Half again 
as 
many 
have 
been 
given 
homes through referral of the 
Society to persons seeking par­ 
ticular kinds of animals 
Take Them VII 
“ We never refuse a stray - a 
distressed or lost dog 
we 
want to give him a chance to 
' find a home,” Mrs. Davidson 
commented. 
The Society’s non-paid vet* 
, erinarian. Dr. Jack Zines, su­ 
pervises the health care of ani­ 
mals at the shelter and treats 
all dogs and cats brought in 
which are injured or sick He 
also administers the DHL shot 
to each dog admitted to the 
shelter to prevent three com­ 
mon diseases from arising. 
“ He's our mainstay,” Mrs. 
Davids op commented, noting 
that the Salem veterinarian 
also provides information and 
advice to persons who call the 
Society when their pets are ill 
or causing them trouble. 
The usual procedure someone 
must follow when an animal is 
brought to the shelter includes 
the signing of a release form 
and a form with the dog’s de­ 
scription and any peculiarities. 
If the dog or cat is a stray, a de­ 
scriptive c ard must be filled out 
to be placed on the animal’s 
pen 
Stay Three Days 
Each dog or cat admitted 
must stay three full days ac­ 
cording to state law, with the 
usual term at the shelter being 
a week to nine days. An ap­ 
pointment must be arranged 
before an animal is brought in 
since there is only one veteri­ 
narian, with Wednesday being 
. the busiest day 
Owners of dogs leaving them 
at the shelter must pay a small 
fee. which helps to provide for 
innoculations and food. Food 
for all the animals costs the So­ 
ciety about $125 a month. Mrs. 
Davidson estimated. 
According to Dr. Zines, over­ 
crowding is not a problem at 
the shelter because officials try 
not to exceed Hu per cent of ca­ 
pacity He said the HO per cent 
limit is not exceeded except in 
cases of emergencies. 
The veterinarian noted that 
the capacity at the Damascus 
Hoad shelter, u here the Society 
moved in 1972, is much greater 
than at the old quarters. The 
animals and pens are cleaned 
regularly. 
The unlucky dogs and cats 
who are not adopted after sev­ 
eral days are moved out and 
taken to the county dog pound, 
where they are painlessly put to 
death in a gas chamber. Dr. 
Zine^ said these animals usu­ 
ally are not adaptable and “ not 
suitable for pets.” 
There now are 44 dogs and 
puppies and 14 cats and kittens 
housed at the shelter, mostly 
two to each pen, and this is 
about the average 
Decent Investigation 
Dr Zines pointed out that in 
an investigation of the animal 
shelter by the Columbiana 
C ounty 
health commissioner 
and chief sanitarian recently 
because ol a nuisance com­ 
plaint. it was determined a 
health hazard did not exist 
The health officials said in a 
letter to Dr Zines that the only 
thing noted was the noise cre­ 
ated by barking of dogs, and 
this at times was overshadowed 
by the noise of traffic on the Da 
mascus Road <lit. 62). 
Hlden ( i roves, one of 10diree 
tors ol the Society, said an inci­ 
dent did occur recently in which 
two horses got through a broken 
fence and went onto a neigh­ 
bor s property, but this was be 
cause officials were unaware 
the fence was in poor condition. 
The fence lues been fixed 
around the four acres of pas­ 
ture at the rear of the shelter 
and Groves said such an inci­ 
dent wilt not happen again 
Mrs 
Davidson praised llifr 
year round work of the 10 to 14 
regular volunteers, who are 
now betng aided by members ol 
the Neighborhood \ outh Corps. 
The volunteers have built and 
maintained the entire office 
and animal area ol the shelter 
“ with no professional help to 
speak of 
she noted 
The Society holds “ work 
nights from 7 to 9 p m on the 
Iirst and llord Wednesday of 
each month, when all minor re­ 
pairs are made When repairs 
are completed future projects 
are discussed, hut money is al 
ways a problem in this regard 
A meeting w ill be held
